CLAIMS' 1 TO 21 

The inventions described in claims 1 to 21 involve an inventive step with respect to documents 1 
and 2, cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes an ice cream containing soymilk and document 2 describes an ice cream 
containing sweet potatoes. The ice creams described in these documents also contain dairy 
products. Therefore, based on these documents, even one skilled in the art could not have arrived 
at the idea of manufacturing an ice cream that contains both soymilk and a species of potato but 
contains no dairy products whatsoever. Since ihe ice cream is manufactured using soymilk and a 
potato species as the main ingredients and contains no dairy products or chemical auxiliaries 
whatsoever, the ice cream exhibits the following advantageous effects: it can be consumed by 
those with milk allergies and the soybean smell typical of ice creams made with soymilk is 
eliminated by the potato species.

CLAIM^ 22 AND 23 

Tlie inventions described in claims 22 and 23 involve an inventive step with respect to 
documerits 1 and 2, cited in the ISR. 

The ice creams described in claims 22 and 23 contain dairy products but they exhibit the 
advantageous effect of eliminating the soybean smell of the soymilk by using potatoes. 
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
